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PSYC1004 Introduction to quantitative 
methods in psychology 

This is another pre-requisute course for 
psychology majors. In the world of social sciences, 
researches play a significant part. Dealing with 
data is exactly the core of researches. 

This subject mainly focuses on some statistics skills, 
probably students who have done it in AL will be 
more familiar with it. This subject is somewhat 
Identical to AL Statistics, like different kind of 
hypothesis testings, this subject would also teach 
students to use a computer programme specially 
designed for dealing with statistics. This computer 
programme, SPSS, is extremely important for 
psychology major students. Each week there are 2 
sessions of 1-hour lecture, and 1 session of 1-hour 
tutorial. 

It is always heard that people are scared of Maths, 
but this subject isn't too difficult, to be honest. 
Everything is easy to digest and workload isn't 
heavy at all. You only have to calculate for 4-5 
questions per week. There are 1 mid-term test and 
1 exam, and there are no quizzes. The lecturer 
doesn't really give lectures in a lively way but bothjr

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SOCI 1001 Introduction to sociology 

SOCI 1001 is the pre-requisite for sociology majors. It focuses a lot on researches 
into social life, organisations and society. The main topics in this subject include Sex 
and Gender, Crime and Deviances, Work, Media, etc. The contents are not only 
diverse but fascinating! The lecturer, Dr. Kong, gives lecture in a vivid way that you 
will definitely be interested despite those difficult sociological theories. On workload, 
you will need to write 3 essays: 1 short essay, 1 commentary and i term essay, if you 
pay enough attention in lecture, the exam will definitely be nothing to you! 
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SOWK 1001 Introduction to social 
administration 

This subject is a subject related to social 
policy and social welfare. Housing 
policies, education system, education 
vouchers scheme, MPF, 334 education 
system, CSSA will all be discussed in this 
subject. In tutorials (of around 10 people), 
each group (around 1-3 people) will have 
to work on a presentation. Fellow 
classmates will discuss together on the 
content of this presentation. According 
to the past years, lectures and tutorials 
are both held by the Legislative 
Councilor Dr. Yeung Sum. 
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Geog 1012 Economic and social 
development in an urbanising world 

This subject is mainly divided into 2 parts: 
Urbanisation/Urban structure and 
Economic development (in a globalising 
context). For grading, a 3000-word essay 
and an exam will be accessed, each 
accounts for 50% of overall scores; and 
there are no tutorials. However if you have 
never studied subjects related to 
geography before, then you will have to 
spend more time on this.

GEOG1016 gives us more insights about how to protect the Earth, Today, 
environmental protection is an important issue. The course content is very 
diversified, many environmental issues like water conservation, tropical 
rainforest management are included. For those who have taken the AL 
Geography, they may find this course quite easy to follow. However, there is 
not need to worry if students have no such a background because many topics 
are basic and general. 

The assessments for this course, unlike others which are essay writing, are 
simple questions and fill-in-the blanks questions. However, the examinations 
are in form of essay writing, but all we have to do is to be familiar with the 
topics.

Joining tke<Ex-co 
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You often hear the words "Sheung Jong", 
meaning "becoming an Executive Committee 
Member (Ex-co) of a student society". 
Perhaps you have similarly tried so in 
secondary school. In HKU, it is not difficult 
to find somebody who !$ an Ex-co as there are 
hundreds of different student organisations 
for people who want to commit in them. This 
also shows how powerful the attraction of 
becoming an Ex-co is in HKU. 

The student societies in HKU are similar to 
those that you have in secondary schools. 
However, the members you serve are from a 
wider range with much more people and that 
your administration is totally independent of 
the University. You can do whatever you 
want when you are an Ex-co with the society; 
yet of course you have to bare the ultimate 
responsibility. Why Is ft called "Sheung Jong" ? 
That's a mystery. 

Some people regard becoming an Ex-co "sacred". It will not be as easy 
as just saying "I want to become a Ex-co!" To become an Ex-co, you 
need to be determined and have the courage to bare a lot of 
responsibilities. Before you officially become an Ex-co, you need to 
reach a consensus with you fellow executive committee members (or 
"Jongmates") in order to cooperate and come up with a year plan. This 
will be followed by campaigns where you will be questioned and learn 
from your predecessors and other members.
